The next prisoner is Kiang Yue Dee, whose brutal 
face tells, before the Clerk of the Court has an- 
nounced, that his crime is something cowardly. 

The exhibit that convicted the prisoner is a sword 
stick which the prisoner is charged with carrying 
“within the limits of the Settlement contrary to 
Municipal By-Law No. XXXVIL, at 6:30 P. M.”

And now for a quack story, the like of which 
no medical society nor New York Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions ever heard:

Like the quack he was, he promised to cure her, 
and, strangely enough, demanded a most liberal 
compensation, which was given him by the well-in- 
tentioned brother.

Every day he called to see the patient, who 
though possessed of a fox, was anything but a foxy 
patient. His treatments consisted in hitting her 
very hard over the head and body with a sacred 
wand of some sort. The fox showed no inclination 
to leave, and the heroic treatment was made even 
more heroic still. Finally, after several days, at 
midnight, the sleeping sickness seemed to wake up, 
for the neighbors heard the woman screaming, and 
on entering the house found poor Miss Bing’s Ori- 
ental eyes closed with a swelling and the poor in- 
valid battered and bruised like the face of a gen- 
tleman after twenty or thirty vigorous rounds with 
Mr. Fitzsimmons. 

But the doctor was not a prisoner. Oh, no. In 
China the quack manages things much better. Miss 
Bing was taken prisoner, charged with disturbing 
the peace. My advice was not asked, but the Mag- 
istrate adjourned the case for another day, When 
I hope the healer will change places at the bar 
with poor Miss Bing. Perhaps he will plead that 
his intentions were benevolent, or, like the osteo- 
path, learnedly argue that while he may kill or hurt 
a few people, on the whole he does much more good 
than harm. 

The Chinaman that followed furnished a strik- 
ing contrast to the scores of fat. Chinamen in the 
court room about him. In China nearly everybody 
is fat—except the opium smokers, to which class 
belonged three or four men now occupying the at- 
tention of the court. 

So quickly was the case disposed of that I could 
not clearly follow it. But I was glad that justice 
came quickly. Of all the pitiably repulsive sights 
China has to offer, the opium smoker and the in- 
sane are the most ferribly pathetic. As near as I 
could make out, without asking too many ques- 
tions of the interpreter, whose duties were increas- 
ing every minute, the poor opium victims were wit- 
nesses called by the police to prove a charge against 
a proprietor of an opium shop for permitting opium 
smoking on his premises after prohibited hours. 

Grim exhibits these witnesses made. Witnesses, 
to be sure, against the proprietor in the case before 
us, but in a far different way against a great em- 
pire that, in an endeavor to increase her wealth. 
forces opium on the Chinese Government, in spite 
of every honest effort that Government has made 
to stop the trade. I wished the representatives of 
that great empire could look occasionally on these 
opium smokers, with which their nefarious trade 
has filled all China. More like mummies than men 
they look. Their very bones seem eating through 
the flesh, while their sallow skin and sunken eyes 
seem trying to shrink away and hide from the se- 
ductive drug that is the curse of China. Oh, for 
another De Quincey to paint the horrors of this traf- 
fic and bring relief to a people whose face for the 
first time seems now turning toward the light of 
God and humanity! 

Next comes a prisoner named Sung Lee Ah, alias 
Sung Ah Lya, of Pootung, whom the record de- 
scribes as “single, thief, no fixed abode.” There 
are a number of larceny charges against him, but 
the charge of most interest to us is that of “also 
escaping from the cells at Louza Station on the 
morning of the riot, Dec. 18,” while undergoing 
two months’ imprisonment. 

In any land there is an ominous sound to the 
word “riot.”

Not so in Shanghai. In making their several 
treaties with China, civilized Governments have ex- 
pressly reserved to themselves the jurisdiction of 
their citizens in Shanghai, (and a few other places 
in China.) An American, or Englishman, or French- 
man, or German, or Italian, in Shanghai is not sued 
in the Chinese courts, but is sted in the courts es- 
tablished .by his own country in Shanghal. 

Nearly all of the civilized powers have nominated 
their Consuls as the judicial officers to try all such 
oases, but England long ago established a Supreme 
Court with a learned lawyer to preside over it, and 
at the last Congress the United States has likewise 
established for China a separate court of much dig- 
nity and power. 

T. R. Jernigan of the Shanghai bar, a native of 
North Carolina, was‘ formerly an official of our 
Government in Japan, and later was appointed Con- 
sul General at Shanghai by President Cleveland.

PHONOCARD has been invented by a Ger-

For producing the phonographic postal 
card an apparatus is used which records the human 
voice upon a pieceof pasteboard of the form of thecard, 
which, it is claimed, has many advantages over writ- 
ing, as it cannot be deciphered except by a reproduc- 
ing, machine. The recording of the human voice is 
done by an ordinary phonograph of simple construc- 
tion, by means of a pencil with a sapphire point. This 
pencil makes its impression upon a suitable substance 
called ‘“sonorine”’’ spread upon the surface of the 
card. The sonorine, which can be easily spread over 
pasteboard, possesses all the properties of a wax 
cylinder, and is in reality the invention. The signs 
are impressed in form of a spiral, beginning at the 
margin of the card and ending in a very small circle, 
and are impressed so deeply that the stamping by 
the postal authorities can only destroy two or three 
words. The card has ample space for about eighty 
words.

There isn’t @ 
decently trimmed hag in the church before the 1igt

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nearly heartbroken, well knowing he was on the very 
eve of discoveries that would startle the world. 

But there was nothing for it but to uncover the 
last section of the beautiful theatre, prop up the 
foundations of the houses of modern Resina, and 
block up all existing tunnels, for fear of. robbers, 
such as loot the tombs in the Libyan Deserts for the 
benefit of tourists. 

In the eighteenth century, too, great quantities of 
precious papyri were found; and broken statues, 
bronzes, mosaics, fountains, and other objects of art 
were pieced together with infinite care and de- 
posited matnly in the Naples Museum. The authori- 
ties were most jealous lest any considerable work of 
art should go out of the country. 

It was not until about 1830 that work was again 
begun half-heartedly on unfortunate Herculaneum, 
and thirty years later a big purchase of land was 
made and a force of men started to work under- 
ground by. Fiorelli, whose name will always be asso- 
ciated with the ‘City of Mystery.” King Victor 
Emmanuel II. deserves great credit for inaugurating 
still further work. 

He contributed something like 50,000f. to the 
funds, and began new excavations with a state and 
pomp that gave ney impetus to the excavations. 
More than this, the digging was now conducted on 
scientific lines. Unfortunately, on Nov. 16, 1875, 
everything stopped peremptorily. The limits of the 
purchased land were reached—provokingly enough, 
just as-a superb Roman public bath was coming into 
view before the entranced scientists. Had the work 
gone further, however, undoubtedly the streets of 
modern Resina above would have fallen in, very 
much as is the case to-day in Northwich, tn Cheshire, 
England, which lies over vast salt mines. 

In 1884 feeble attempts were made to repair the 
subterranean theatre, and a few tnsignificant frag- 
ments were picked up. That was the last attempt, 
and from that time to this day Herculaneum has re- 
mained as it was in the awful moment when utter 
destruction came upon it and it was buried with its 
fair sisters, Pompeli and Stabtiae. 
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Now, let us sum up the art already 
found. The well-known fresco of the parrot drawing 
a small cart in which is a grasshopper holding the 
reins in its mouth must be familiar to every art 
student. This famous satirical painting is one of our 
most valued Roman remains. As to the great Bronze 
Horse, it is supposed to have stood in the middle of 
Portici, in a small temple, with two or three others. 

On either side of the theatre’s proscenium was a 
pedestal bearing inscriptions in honor of the Consul 
Appius Claudius and the Pro-Consul Nomeus Balbus. 
So far, however, the statues have not been found. 
From the temple to the south of the theatre the 
principal street of the city ran, flanked by elegant 
rows of marble columns, In the centre of this street 
was the basilicum, resembling that of Pompell. 
Here, too, was found the well-known equestrian 
statue of Balbi, now in the Naples Museum, together 
with other statues of the same family. 

But of course the richest haul was made in the 
House of the Papyri. It may be said that this is the 
only house in all Herculaneum which has been ‘thor- 
oughly uncovered. Here were found treasures which 
the world would assuredly not willingly let die. They 
include the Sleeping Sa:iyr, the Hermes, Aeschines, 
the far-famed Drunken Faun, and nearly 
all the portrait-busts.

The building lent itself pretty such a 
scheme. It was built in the days when Government 
buildings were erected to stay where they were put. 
Seven years—from 1834 to 1841—were required for 
the undertaking, and the result was a structure with 
walls of solid rock elght feet thick at the base and 
five at the eaves, containing a system of interior 
arches that supported a roof of four-inch stone tiles, 
which, in their turn, were laid in a cement bed. The 
windows were small, after the custom of the time in 
public buildings, and the whole make-up of the place 
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see Prof. Dall’Osso, Inspector of Excavations at 
Pompeli, whom I called upon in the National Mu- 
f/seum. “I am more than sanguine,” he told me, 
“about Prof. Waldstein’s notion of renewing the 
work in buried Herculaneum, with really ample 
money to carry the thing through once and for all. 

‘\It seems amazing, does it not, that so compara- 
tively trifling an undertaking, which has hung fire 
for nearly 2,000 years, should be carried out very 
largely with American money? I think, however, 
the work will have to be directed by us Italians, al- 
though we will accept guidance in practical matters 
from all competent foreigners. 

‘Dr. Waldstein’s idea is now the talk of al! Italy, 
from the Alps to Mount Aetna, and our 
country is deeply indebted to him for arousing unl- 
versal interest in a subject we archaeologists have 
very much at heart.” 

I next went to see Dr. de Petra, formerly Director 
of the National Museum, and now Professor of 
Archaeology in Naples University. He was a promi- 
nent member of the’commission presided over by the 
well-known Minister, Visconti Venosta, and when I 
saw him in his home he had just returned from 
Rome. 

*‘ Dear me,” he satd, “‘ what a business it is to get 
money for art in poor Italy nowadays! I have had to 
hammer everybody to get a unanimous vote for the 
members of the Commission of Antiquities and Fine 
Arts to the effect that a law should be passed de- 
claring that all objects found beneath the soil of 
Italy shall be the property of the State. 

“T admit,” Dr. de Petra went on, “ that we Ital- 
jans have been a little behindhand in doing the thing 
ourselves. But what would you have? We have no 
money and our people are cruelly taxed. If this bill 
passes—and I believe it is only a question of a week 
or two—a plot of land along the southeast of Resina 
—which, as you know, lies some 90 feet immediately 
above Herculaneum—vwill be purchased, and adjacent 
is open country, and very few dwellings or vineyards, 
so that expropriation of the land will not be costly, 
nor will the digging operations be difficult. I think 
our Government is now fully awakened to the magni- 
tude of Prof. Waldstein’s proposition, for it has be- 
come an international work, interesting scientists of 
all nations,”

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I saw also Prof. Spinazzola of the San Martino 
Museum. He ts perhaps the keenest and most ‘én- 
thusiastic of all the archaeologists who have had to 
do with the buried cities. ‘‘ Beyond question,” he 
said, “‘ Herculaneum is of immense importance, Per- 
sonally I am convinced that if the International 
Commission explore it thoroughly entirely new light 
will be cast upon history, and settle forever many 
archaeological questions which are now extremely 
obscure. et 

“TIT am liberal in my views, and think that any 
society or individual, native or foreigner, should be 
permitted to undertake excavations—of course, pro- 
vided that the law of the land were observed. So 
far as I am concerned I would even accept a foreigner 
as Director, if he knew more about the matter than 
do—which, however, I respectfully venture to 
doubt. I do not like asking more funds from my 
Government, because I think they ought to do 
everything they can for the preservation and main- 
tenance of monuments and objects of art which have 
already come to light. 

‘You must remember that our country is the art 
centre of the world, and bids fair to become one vast 
museum of antiquities. The Government can, how- 
ever, facilitate Dr. Waldstein’s great idea by conoed- 
land, giving us opportunities for ereoting port- 
able railroads to cart away the débris, guarding the 
tunnels, and so on. 

“No scientist is more delighted than I,” Prof. 
Spinazzola went on, “ that funds have been given by 
wealthy classes of all nations. Because, you see, not 
only Italy will benefit, but all nations, all students, 
and the world generally. I had an idea myself, which 
I am about to suggest to Prof. Waldstein, and that 
is: As the Theatre of Herculaneum is actually at 
present a subterraneous excavation, why not exca- 
a similar way the entire city underneath 
modern Resina? In this way a perfectly unique un- 
derground museum would be formed, which would 
have the merit of leaving magnificent “Roman art 
treasures exactly in their proper places in the villas. 
Such a work ought to be perfectly practicable, with 
the resources of modern engineering, and would cer- 
tainly be unique in the world.

So the guardians of the Na- 
tion’s money conceived an of boring a hole, 
as it were, through the upper floors over each door, 
to the end that bombs and stinkpots might be dropped 
down among any ill-intentioned ones who were try- 
ing to force an undésired entrance. Some stones were 
removed accordingly, and a passage about four feet 
in diameter was made from the floor of the loft at 
either end down through the portico roof. 

Then came the windows, which lent themselves, 
by reason of the thickness of the walls, admirably 
to the undertaking. The lower ones were, perhaps, 2 
trifle large to arm, so they were provided with heavy 
shutters and strong steel gratings, that still forbid 
entrance except through the recognized channels. 
But the upper windows, which looked out over Nas- 
sau Street on the one side, the roof of the Assay 
Office on the other, and over Wall and Pine Streets 
at front and back, were at once availed of. 

The windows lie in pairs, and the scheme was to 
provide one of each pair with bullet-proof shutters of 
half-inch steel, and the other with what might sug- 
gest to naval men an adjustable sponson that could 
be let down and out over the sidewalk. One can get 
the idea as well as in any other way, perhaps, by 
imagining a steel trunk cut through from corner to 
corner diagonally, and then one of these cross sec- 
tions hung from the top of the window by hinges so 
that it could be either hauled in or allowed to swing 
out until the lower edge came flush with the outside 
of the sill. Thus, when the military window was in 
position the riflemen manning it could safely com- 
mand, through the peepholes provided, not only the 
sidewalk underneath and opposite, but a good part 
of the street in both directions. Perhaps at the

seum for the objects discovered. Not only would this 
money be saved, but I feel.convinced that so many 
visitors would be attracted as to more than pay for 
the maintenance. A subterraneous Herculaneum 
surely a perfectly unique place of pilgrimage, just as 
it was nearly 2,000 years ago—might be lighted by 
electric arc lights. I feel certain it would attract 
sightseers from the ends of the world. At the same 
time work might go on in the open parts of the city. 

“You see,” Prof. Spinazzola went on, “* Pompeli 
was more of an industrial town, while Herculaneum 
was a favorite resort of the Roman patricians, who 
did not bring their treasures with them from their 
northern homes, but had them executed by Greek 
artists tn the south.” 

As.to whether objects will be.found more 
intact in this city, this of course will depend upon the 
violence with which the liquid mud rushed down the 
flanks of Vesuvius. Where it was mixed with stony 
débrfs it unquestionally broke everything in its path; 
witness the innumerable fragments of the Bronze 
Horse. 

On the other hand, where the treacherous flood 
crawled in slowly over the objects of art they will 
naturally be unspoiled and even pr from 
time’s ravages. I have hope myself that the excava- 
tion of Herculaneum will turn out such a triumph for 
modern science that the workers will go on excavat- 
ing the whole of Southern Italy—where I can promise 
them many a magic city beneath the earth, many a 
rich necropolis. Who knows, 
nificent Sybaris itself will be unearthed? 
ago I tried to form a company to take up the work of 
new excavations at Paestum, but unfortunately the 
wretched question of money crops up at every turn. 

I wrote to Prof. Man of the German. Archaeologs 
ical Institute in Rome, whose writings on the buried 
cities are known everywhere, and received in reply 
the following letter: 

“Beyond doubt,” 
excavations are vastly to be 
of science and art. So deeply buried is Herculaneum 
that there can have been no excavations in ancient 
times, and we therefore hope to find everything much 
more completely preserved than has been the case in 
Pompeii. 

“ This is no theory, but has already been proved. 
Thus the theatre, the so-called basilica, the House of 
the Papyri—these and other places contain things 
quite as well preserved as those in the famous Villa 
dei Vetlif in Pompeii We have not learned as much 
as is desirable from the houses of latter city, 
because they were first explored by subterranean 
digging. If Dr. Waldstein’s expedition can uncover 
Herculaneum’s Forum it will unquestionably be of 
the highest value. We ought also to learn more 
about the houses than we learned from Pompetl, 
where the upper stories, when not absolutely burte@ 
by the first catastrophe, stuck out of the ground and 
were entirely destroyed by natural decay. 

“On the other hand, the mud floods that overe 
came Herculaneum must have kept the greater part 
of the city and its treasures in a good state of pres- 
ervation. I would give a warning, however,” Prof. 
Man went on to say in his letter, ‘against expecting 
too much, Some of the private houses already exca- 
vated in Herculaneum have yielded nothing more 
sensational than we found in Pompeil. he first 
thing should be to calculate the. cost of the proposed 
work. This will be heavy, because of the number of 
houses to be bought up and on account of the great 
depth at which the city les. Moreover, you must 
remember the solidified mud is extremely hard. 

“I do not know how many millions of francs it is 
proposed to-spend, but believe me it will be a very 
serious undertaking. I do trust, however, that after 
a short spasm of effort the work will not be aban- 
doned. I know that part at least of the land covering 
the buried city is not built over, and where there are 
houses they are miserable little places, worth verv 
little. 

“You know, of course, that Italy can do very lit- 
tle to help with the national funds, and other nations, 
like America, Germany, and Great Britain, will nat- 
urally demand a share in the direction if they con- 
tribute.

HE question of transport in time of war is so 
serious 4 matter that the State railroads of 
Germany and other nations accurately 
measure each freight car and paint on its 


af 


exterior its capacity for carrying men and 
horses. 

But warfare always takes advantage of science 
and progress, and the motor car is now a recognized 
institution in all great military manoeuvres. Thus, 
last September hundreds of powerful cars whirled 
staff officers here and there during the great Ger- 
man manoeuvres, which are conducted by the Kaiser. 

Motors for this purpose, however, are quite dis- 
tinct from the regular armored motor cars, which 
are practically fortresses on wheels. 3ut for the 
mere purpose of carrying scouts, wounded men, mes- 
sengers, and dispatches there cannot, in time of peace, 
be enough fast cars provided to supply the demand 
of a time of war; and this fact has led to the ‘forma- 
tion in England of a body of wealthy men known as 
the Volunteer Military Motorists. 


These are private gentry, owning fast and power 
ful touring cars, each of 1ich is formally placed at 
the disposal of the War Office for service in time of 
war or possible invasion of the country. The cars 
number is taken, and its owner is entitled to wear 
uniform, like any ordinary officer of the volunteer 
forces, Periodically both car and owner are reé- 
quired to report themselves for review at Aldershot 
or Salisbury Plain, and a brave show they make ad 
these motor volunteers whirl in serried pairs across 
a rolling country, often at a speed of fifty miles an 
hour.

All Eyes on Mulberry Street 


© IEN Little Italy’s great spaghetti-eating 

contest is held public interest is bound to be 

diverted from any other great event that 

may be scheduled to take place in the world 

of sport. The definite date of the contest 

has not been set, but the very mention of 

it causes a hum of excitement and an explosion of 

gesture from the excitable lovers of the sport down 
on Mulberry and Elizabeth Streets. 

From rumors that have got abroad it appears that 
Giuseppe Mangiamolto, the champion spaghetti-oat- 
ing ten-miler, and Giacomo Valtellina, the famous 
sprinter, both of whom have recently come to this 
country, will take part in the contest. If this is 
true the local spaghetti-eating celebrities will have 
to do their utmost to carry off the honors of the 
contest. 

Mangiamolto, who hails from the ancient and fa- 
mous city of Siena, is the hero of many a hard- 
fought meal. He it is who in 1902 established a new 
world’s record for ten miles of spaghetti at the 
Florentine tournament held that year. He was ruled 
out of the Pisa games in 1903 for surreptitiously 
oiling his last two miles of spaghetti, but since then 
he has behaved in manner. He 
equaled his ten-mile record at the Venetian long- 
distance lunch in 1904, at which he likewise broke 
the world’s five-mile record, previously held by Gor- 
gonzola of the Perugia Dining Club. If, as it is 
rumored, Mangiamolto is inclined to re-enter the 
ring in New York, lovers of the sport should not fail 
to take in the contest. 

Valtellina, the celebrated 100 and 220 yard sprint- 
er, is a native of the Republic of San Marino, on the 
Adriatic coast of Italy. There he became famous in 
his infancy by eating the major part of the spaghetti 
destined for the diminutive republic. In 15898 he en- 
tered the Milan games, where he broke the world’s 
record for 109 yards of spaghetti without oil or 
sauce. Valtellina ate the course in the astonishing 
time of 102-5 seconds, beating Francescqg da Jim- 
ini’s record of 11 seconds flat, tomato sauce barred. 
In the same year Valtellina broke the 220-yard rec- 
ord at the Naples Stadium. He ate the distance in 
221-5 seconds, defeating such men as Risotto of 
Venice, known all over Italy as the “ Snake Charm- 
er,"’ owing to his uncanny power of making away 
with long lengths of spaghetti, and Mazzini, the 
* human coil,”” who finished third and promptly com- 
mitted suicide by abstaining from spaghetti for 
twenty-four hours. 

Experts say that Valtellina’s fork play and gen- 
eral whirling and twisting of the food have never 
been surpassed in the annals of spaghetti eating. 

Another expert who will doubtless compete in the 
Little Italy contest is Marsala, known as “ Eat-em- 
alive.” He is a reliable one and two miler, and is 
said to be training for longer events. It was Mar- 
sala who vanquished all comers in the great All- 
Nations contest on Mulberry Street in 1900, when 
Chin Chon Yan, the Mott Street spaghetti amateur, 
actually led for three hundred yards in the mile 
lunch, but fainted on the last lap and had to be car- 
ried out and brought around by applications of chop 
suey. Schnitzelbauer, who entered the games as the 
representative of the New York Teutonic Dining 
Club, failed to dispose of his first one hundred yards 
of spaghetti, although he had done well in the elimi- 
nation suppers. Schnitzelbauer, it will be remem- 
bered, held the Greater New York record for eating 
the one-meter leberwurst, without beer. 

Followers of the game will remember the Postle- 
thwaite tragedy at the 1900 contest. Postlethwaite, 
a native of Detroit, was tempted by his prowess in 
spaghetti eating to enter the contest. In the mile 
lunch a coil of spaghetti, whirling at a frightful rate, 
got beyond Postlethwaite’s control and wound itself 
around his neck, strangling him before the bystand- 
ers could uncoil the fatal strands, Postlethwaite was 
the most promising of American spaghetti eat- 
ers, and his untimely death probably robbed this 
country of many triumphs in the Italian National 
game. 

Over sixteen hundred miles of standard-gauge 
spaghetti have recently been purchased by the Mul-
